Post-Crescent Madison Bureau , 
Madison—The problem of proba- 


tion for juvenile delinquents, which 
has troubled welfare workers and 
civic spirited citizens in Wisconsin 
for many years, will soon be attack- 
ed by the state department of pub- 
Jic welfare which is now drafting a 
proposed plan t6 expand, improve 
and integrate the present spotty su- 
pervision of young delinquents by 
counties into a state-assisted pro- 
gram. 


Frank C. Klode, director of the 


state department of public welfare, 
has ordered a survey of delinquen- 
cy and the number of probationers 
in all Wisconsin counties to be be- 
gun immediately, it was learned to- 
day, which will be the basis for pro- 
posed legislation in January for the 
improvement of the juvenile pro- 
bation program. 


At present juvenile probation is 


handled exclusively by the coun- 
ties, and only 12 of them, not in- 


cluding Outagamie, have paid pro- 
bation officers. 


Supervision Inadequate 


According to state experts, juve- 


nile probation supervision is inade- 
quate and has no uniformity,' al- 
though some juveniles have been 
put on probation to the«state wel- 
fare department by county judges 
without specific statutory authority. 
Adult probations arc generally han- 
dled by the state welfare depart- 
ment, which has a state-wide pro- 
bation and parole staff. 
• 


Moreover, there are now no avail- 


able or complete statistics on the 
number of juveniles put on pro- 
bation in the counties, or the extent 
of violations of probation. The only 
index is available from the admis- 
sions to the two state 
industrial 


schools, the school for boys at Wau- 
kesha, and the school for girls at 
Milwaukee, it was pointed out. 


The ineffectiveness of the present 


administration of juvenile proba- 
tion, according to state officials, is 
shown by the fact that more than 


three fourths of the boys admitted 
at Waukesha were violators of pro- 
bation, and almost half of the girls 
were committed after originally be- 
ing'granted probation. 


According to the tentative plans 


drafted 'in' the capitol, 
counties 


would be asked to join in a uniform 
and adequate program of furnish- 
ing probation workers. Those coun- 
ties which are hard pressed finan- 
cially, it is expected, would be pro- 
vided with subsidies from the state, 
in the same manner that other social 
services are now financed. 


Would Cut Expense 


Proper supervision of young peo- 


ple on probation, it is argued, would 
prove far less expense to the tax- 
payers than the higher admissions 
to state institutions which result 
from laxity. 


Probation services cost about a 


dollar a week per case, it has been 
estimated. 
while 
maintenance 


charges for inmates of the industri- 
al schools range up to $9 a week. 
Because the counties are charged 
for their share of admissions to the 
two juvenile detention homes, it 
was pointed out. they should not be 
averse to supplying probation ser- 
vices which will almost certainly 
have the result of reducing admis- 
sions. 


Representatives of the boaid of 


public welfare will shortly put the 
proposal before county judges and 
county boards throughout the state, 
it was said. 


The problem of supervision of 


probation for delinquents is not 
new, previous utterances of 
the 


board of control, predecessor of the 
present welfare department, dis- 
close. 


Recent Report 


One of the latest reports of the 


board of control, published last year 
observed: 


"Juveniles are usually placed un- 


der the supervision o£ lay persons, 
who frequently have neither the 
time nor the training necessary to 
provide proper guidance. The re- 
sult is that in many instances the 
child is permitted to continue his 
delinquencies until his social be- 
havior and his disrespect for law 
have become firmly fixed. 


"Because of this the stateboard of 


control has permitted its adult pro- 
bation officers to accept, when re- 
quested by the court, supervision of 
juvenile delinquents. 


"A large percentage of the boys 


received at the industrial school and 
of the young men received at the 
Green Bay reformatory have a his- 
tory of inadequate juvenile proba- 
tion supervision.

that shortage. Just what the outcome is 
going to be in case Britain's blockade be- 
comes effective is not so easy to chart. 
The assumption, and the hope, is that re- 
volt will break out everywhere. But clubs 
and pavipg blocks are much less effective 
as weapons than they were in days gone 
by. The reason for this is that the mod- 
ern weapon with which the soldier is 
equipped, the means by which he is trans- 
ported and the method employed to learn 
immediately of uprisings, have become al- 
most too thorough. 


It is a desperate program but England 


is in a desperate situation. It can no more 
land troops upon the continent than Ger- 
many can land troops upon its soil. Unless 
it pushes the blockade in the manner it 
proposes any chance of uprooting Hitler- 
ism is remote. 


But it is noteworthy that it is violat- 


ing rules that have long persisted in re- 
spect to neutrals which shows again that 
in war necessity recognizes no rules.

than any other two navies put together—a total 
of 238.

For if you study naval strategy, you will see

What the British 
did. years ago, was to secure all the outlets 
into the Atlantic. From Capetown at the tip 
end of Africa to Gibraltar at the mouth of the 
Mediterranean, they can control the coast of 
France, Belgium and Holland, and can domin- 
ate the North Sea and the mouth of the Baltic. 


In other words, the British Isles constitute a 


sort of marine Maginot Line, and U. S. naval 
strategists figure that once that line is broken 
it will be impossible to stop an unfriendly fleet 
from steaming down into the waters of South 
America and the Caribbean. 


Thus, it would be, far easier, and cheaper, to 


bolster the British with some destroyers ar.d 
keep the German-Italian navies bottled 
up, 


than have to face them along the thousands 
of miles of unfortified South American coast 
line. 
BRITISH WAITED 


The situation, in the opinion of b'oth army 


and navy strategists, is not dissimilar from 
position of the British in regard to France. As 
long as Hitler was faced with a strong French 
army, Britain stood in no real danger. 
But 


once the Nazis broke through the Maginot line, 
there was no bulwark to stop them from over- 
running the rest of Europe. 


The situation has other possible points of 


similarity. When the French were still defend- 
ing the Maginot line, the British, worried over 
home defense, kept most of their airplanes at 
home. The French claim that, given more Bri- 
tish air support, they might have held out. 


Likewise one school of American strategy

Water lilies should be at their' 


best during this month, yet many 
pools are filled with the yellowing 
foliage of hardy and tropical water 
lilies. The cause is generally starva- 
tion. 


Water lilies rank 
among the 


grossest feeders in the vegetable 
kingdom. You will recall thatr the 
plants grow in proportion to the 
amount of food and soil made avail- 
able for them. Here is the evidence 
which should spirit you into feed- 
ing them—especially if they are 
confined in small containers. 


Lifting and resetting is not good 


practice at this time. Nor is it feas- 
ible to remove part of the soil and 
replace it, because, in spite of all 
our care, we will break the white 
ropclikc 
feeding roots. 
We can, 


however, feed them with rich chem- 
ical fertilizers. 


A most satisfactory way of doing 


this is to fill small muslin sacks 
with half a pound of 5-10-5 fertil- 
izer. Allow four sacks to each1 con- 
fined water-lily root. Using a dib- 
ber, poke four holes in the soil sur- 
rounding the root to be fed. Into 
each hole, poke the muslin sack 
containing the food, and close the 
hole by plastering it with stiff clay. 
Three or four days after this is 
done, you will note an improvement 
in leaf color, and. within a week, 
extra flower buds should be ap- 
pearing.

dent, served ice cream at a dinner 
in the White House.

The White House cook gave up 


Ms place, and went into the 
ice 


cream business in a small way. 
From that time forward, the eat- 
ing of this "delicacy" became more 
widespread. Today more ice cream 
is eaten in the United States than 
in any^ other half dozen countries 
in the world. 


About 33 years ago, I went to a 


circus and on the grounds, outside 
the big tent, men were shouting 
"Ice cream! Ice cream! You eat the 
dish and all!" That was the first 
I had ever seen or heard of an ice 
cream cone. 


I have eaten ice cream of many 


kinds, but I never have enjoyed i* 
so much as when I used to turn 
a nice cream freezer to make it. 
Turning 'the crank was no special 
fun, but we boys had a good rule— 
the one who did the work had a 
right to take a spoonful as a sam- 
ple from time to time. The idea 
was to learn whether the cream had 
been frozen hard enough. I must 
admit that I often made from four 
to six "tests" while working on the 
freezing of a single batch. 


During my first visit in Paris. I 


tried hard to obtain ice cream in a 
hotel. Looking in my little En- 
glish-French dictionary, I failed to 
find "ice cream," but I did find 
ice" and "cream" and passed on 
the French words to the waiter. 
At first he seemed not to under- 
stand, but then a smile ipassed over 
his face, and he went to the kit- 
chen. When he came back, he 
brought me a plate of cracked ice!
